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Constant Supervision Must Prevail 

Announcement this week by the Board of Assessors that a 
two dollar increase in the tax rate over that which prevailed last 
year, should warrant no undue alarm at the moment. Especially 
is this so when consideration is given the fact that practically 
•very town, not to mention cities alone, throughout the Common- 
wealth is in the forty dollar and higher brackets, and the end is 
not yet in sight. 

Yet for all then- facts, the future must be faced with realities, 
not wishful hopes. Unless costs, still rising, cease, it is inevitable 
that tax rates like everything else must climb. Newton fortunately, 
is not as yet facing tiic situation which is facing many another 
community in the State. Specifically, tax rates in some instances 
are bordering on the dangerous point and if they continue to 
rise in the future, confiscation of property may well result. 
Property owners particularly can pay just, so much and no 
more towards the upkeep of government with its many and 
varied functions and demands. 

Public necessities must be taken care of and properly so, yet 
public officials who would prove efficient must forever strive to 
eliminate the unnecessary and concentrate only and solely on 
the absolute need. 

Newton today, with its comparatively low tax rate, is 
fortunate. Yet notwithstanding this fact, alert administration of 
civic needs must constantly be uppermost in mind not only to- 
day, but in the future as well. 


Unemployment Benefits and 
Vacations 

Student veterans who are planning to claim Readjustment 
Allowances under the G. I. Bill during the summer vacation 
period should know that these unemployment benefits are not 
available to veterans on vacations. 

Veterans must be available for work and actively seeking 
work throughout each week for which they claim benefits. 
Furthermore, veterans must realize that if they intend to return 
to school next fall this fact automatically limits their availability 
to temporary jobs, and any further substantial limitation will 
make them ineligible for Readjustment Allowances. 

Stndent veterans are also warned that they are not entitled 
to Readjustment Allowances for any calendar week for which they 
receive subsistence allowances under the G. I. Bill. Veterans who 
are planning to claim Readjustment Allowances should make 
sure that the period of subsistence allowances under the G. I.' 
Bill has been terminated so that such subsistence allowances and 
readjustment allowances do not occur in the same week. 

In Massachusetts, claims for readjustment allowances 
should be filed at any of the Employment Offices of the Division 
of Employment Security, the State agency which administers 
this section of the G. I. Bill. 


Building Costs Not Likely To Drop 

It is of course true that conditions which prevail in one 
neighborhood may not apply to another neighborhood, and these 
variations may have some influence on prices, but in general the 
opinion among the realtors is that building costs are not going 
to drop appreciably for the balance of this year. A few building 
materials have dropped slightly in price, and it is true that mat- 
erials are both more plentiful and of better grade than was the 
case a year ago, but for the overall cost of building has not 
dropped materially. Heavy demands from any sources make it 
doubtful that costs will drop appreciably for some months to 
come. 

It is true however that many people who have been post- 
poning building operations have now decided to go ahead. This 
is especially true in the medium-price field. Hence sales offer- 
ings in that field are increasing in numbers and improving in 
quality. 

As to older houses, while neighborhood conditions may vary, 
prices in general have dropped materially from the extreme peak 
and are still tending to soften a bit, and while offerings are not 
numerous, there are still some very attractive buys on the market 
at fair prices. 

The Spring real estate market hereabouts got off to a slow 
start this year, but in the past few weeks there has been a marked 
increase in activity. 

The demand for well-located vacant land is quite active and 
prices show' an upward trend.

Does Massachusetts Take Care Of Its Legislators? . 


Going on Vacation? Then Remember This - 


"Information Please" 

Just because there have been 
at least two raises in pay or 
other emoluments in the course 
of the past decade or so, in order 
that our solona would not suffer 
hardship while serving: their con- 
stituents on Beacon Hill, I decided 
to dig out a few facts. A recent 
Christmas gift, John Kleran’s' 
well-known "Information Please 
Almanac,” gave me the answers 
I was seeking, even though this 
book ia not completely up to date. 
As an example, the pay of Legis- 
lators in Massachusetts is listed 
as a paltry $2000 per year, with 
nothing mentioned about a very 
generous travel allowance. The 
actual pay is currently $2500 per 
year. 

Now, how does this compare 
with the other 47 states? It is 
the top compensation. Techni- 
cally, you will find several states 
with higher pay, such as Illinois 
and Pennsylvania, at $3500 and 
$3000 respectively per legislative 
session. However, these two states 
have biennial sessions, so that 
you should divide the above fig- 
ures by two to get the annual 
compensation. If there are extra 
sessions, as one of our local 
solons pointed out to me, there 
may be extra pay, but that also 
holds true to Massachusetts. 

New York Is listed in Kieran’s 
book as paying $2500 per session, 
but I am advised that this has 
been raised to nearer $5000. An- 
nual sessions are held in New 
York; also in Wisconsin, which 
pays its Legislators $2400 apiece. 
All other states pay $1000 a ses- 
sion or less; in most cases far 
less. One of the lowest salaries 
is found in our neighboring state 
of New Hampshire, where $200 
per session is the official salary. 

Why do I bring this up today? 
Merely because there was a small 
item tucked away in the Boston 
paper last week about a pension 
having been voted to aur own 
members of the Legislature. This 
item, incidentally, may not have 
been entirely accurate, inasmuch 
as I got the impression that all 
members who had served six 
years and were 55 years old upon 
retiring or after retiring, would 
receive $1500 for life. That 
sounded rather substantial. In 
the case of Newton, two of our 
four Representatives would quali- 
fy immediately and another 
would have to serve but one more 
two-year term. However, a brief 
phone call to one of these public 
servants developed the fact that 
the legislation just passed merely 
places our solons in the regular 
state contributory system, under 
which they are obliged to kick in 
with 5% of their annual stipend 
before receiving any pensions; 
also, the annual pension is NOT 
$1500 but $500. 

Well, it still looks as though 
Massachusetts was very gener- 
ous to its Legislators, don’t you 
think so? 


Oppoiition to Gov. Bradford 

Some people do not seem to 
take the rumors of real oppo- 
sition to Governor Bradford very 
seriously. I refer, now to the 
G.O.P. primary election and rtot 
to the big scrap in November, 
when Paul A. Devcr, one of the 
perennial Democratic contenders 
for some place In the sun, will 
presumably try his luck again. 
As a matter of fact, Dever gave 
Senator Saltonstall quite a battle 
a few years ago in a guberna- 
torial contest and he also made 
Lt. Governor Arthur W. Coolldge 
work a bit harder than he had 
planned to for the second spot 
on the state ticket in the fall of 
1946. 

As for Governor Bradford, It 
appears that what seemed at first 
like an idle threat from G.O.P. 
State Senator Edward M. Rowe 
of Cambridge may well become a 
genuine contest. There is a very 
wealthy businessman not so many 
miles from Boston, though well 
beyond Newton, who gets a tre- 
mendous kick out of spending 
large sums of money in some 
hopeless political cause. All the 
angles are not yet known to your 
columnist, who hopes to report 
on the matter again in the near 
future. Suffice It to say that the 
wealthy businessman in question 
appears to be glad to help finance 
the Cambridge Senator’s primary 
campaign against Governor Brad- 
ford. What amazed me, however, 
was the report that this generous 
gentleman might even be per- 
suaded by Senator Rowe to help 
him to conduct an independent 
campaign for Governor AFTER 
Governor Bradford has won the 
regular G.O.P. primary nomin- 
ation. That, of course, could con- 
ceivably do some little damage 
to the Governor’s election cam- 
paign. There are always a lot of 
political soreheads who refuse 
to vote for the candidate of the 
other major party, but who would 
possibly, vote for a member of 
their own party running as an 
independent candidate. Let’s wait 
and see what develops during the 
next month or two. Senator Rowe 
will find the going rather tough 
IF he really goes through with 
his present plan. There is much 
to be said about his record on 
Beacon Hill which will greatly in- 
terest a lot of Republicans who 
do not keep in close touch with 
political affairs. 

Questions for Mr. Truman 

The UP story In the Boston 
papers made it obvious that Pres- 
ident Truman's tour through the 
Middle and Far West this week 
and next is chiefly a political 
barnstorming affair. Of course, 
White House aides have called 
it an official inspection trip or 
some such name, Just as did the 
late F.D.R., when he was running 
for his fourth term in the fall of 
1944. 

Now, here are a few pertinent 


questions which the G.O.P. high 
command might well ask our 
Chief Executive. 

1. Please explain the reversal 
on our U. S. policy regarding the 
partition of Palestine. Did oil 
have anything to do with It? 

2. Why do we let Great Brit- 
ain arm Arabs for the purpose of 
killing Jews in the Holy Land? 
Are you hoping that the recogni- 
tion of the new Jewish state will 
offset these mass killings? 

3. What happened to those in- 
vestigations of voting frauds in 
Kansas City, which smelled to 
high heaven and which are part 
and parcel of your own state, 
Mr. President? 

4. What, Mr. President, is 
your present attitude toward the 
Taft-Hartley Act, which you 
heartily disapproved, but which 
you hastened to use to get your- 
self out of a bad jam? 

5. Finally, Mr. President, what 
is the real explanation of the 
cold water dashed in the faces 
of the Russian people when they 
made an apparently sincere ges- 
ture toward achieving a Soviet 
Union-U.S. understanding, with 
all that that implies?

Strikes and Labor 
Troubles 

Editor, Newton Graphic; 

No intelligent person will deny 
that wage earners have the 
light to collective bargaining 
or the right to strike in the 
sense of quitting work or walk- 
ing out. In a democracy it is 
not only their right but their 
privilege to do so. But pick- 
eting, or by other means pre- 
venting others from exercising 
their right to work, is nothing 
less than an assertion of mili- 
tary prerogratives and an at- 
tempt to gain an objective by 
the use of force. Likewise, sit- 
down strikes which involve oc- 
cupying and taking possession 
of another man’s property are 
acts of militarism in defiance of 
civil law and constituted authpr- 
ity. Labor unions as organized 
today should be shorn of their 
tyrannical and coercive powers 
by legislative action. It should 
be unlawful for any man to 
stand in the way of another who 
wants a job and is willing to 
work. There should be compe- 
tition in labor as there is com- 
petition in industry. That is the 
democratic way. Moreover, a 
walkout of more than fifty per- 
cent of the workers in any 
unit of a basic industry should 
be regarded as a revolt or re- 
bellion against the Government 
and dealt with as such. 

On the other hand, wage- 
earners — the workers who turn 
out the products of industry — 
should be guaranteed a fair 
return for their labor. That 
means a minimum wage that

Stop milk, newspapers and 
other deliveries. Ask a neigh- 
bor to keep advertising circu- 
lars off your porch. 

Don't lower window shades. 
If you are to be gone three 
weeks or more, arrange to 
have your lawn mowed. Prow- 
lers watch for such tip-offs. 
Notify postoffice to tyold mall, 
of arrange delivery to a 
neighbor. 

Lock windows and doors. Re- 
member basement windows 
and coal chute. 

Shut off gas and water at 
main valves.

Be sure you have all tire 
tools. 


Speed kills— take it easy. 
Start a little earlier and don't 
try to cover too great a dis- 
tance in a day. 

Long drives at constant speed 
make you drowsy. Vary your 
speed and stop occasionally 
to stretch your legs. 

Be sure you understand 
driving techniques in differ- 
ent localities. For example, 
using the motor compression 
to assist braking is necessary 
In mountainous country. A 
good rule Is to use the same 
gear to descend a grade as 
you used in climbing it. 

Don’t be Impatient to make 
time. It’s unsafe, and it's not 
restful driving. Watch your 
passing. On a mountain road 
you may have to poke along 
for miles before it is safe to , 
pass. 

Signs and signals are not 
uniform in all states. Read 
them carefully. They are your 
best safeguard on strange 
roads. 

Scenery can be taken in small ( 
doses from a moving car, but 
if you want to drink deeply 
of nature's beauty, pull off ' 
the road and stop. 

If you leave the children 1 
alone In the back seat, be 
sure the doors are locked. 


AFTER YOU ARRIVE- 

R-e-l-a-x. Don’t try to crowd 
a year’s exercise into two 
weeks. 

Take the sun In easy doses. 
Don't nap in the sun. Wear 
sunglasses. 

Stay out of the water for at 
least an hour after eating, 
and swim In sight of others. 
Be sure water is deep enough 
and free of obstructions be- 
fore diving. Don’t try to swim 
too far. 

Distribute the load evenly in 
boats. Don’t stand up. If you 
fall out and the boat stays on 
an even keel, climb in over 
the stern. Most boats won’t 
sink, so stay with it until help 
comes if it capsizes. Check 
the weather before going far 
on a large lake. 

Don’t spill gasoline while flyy- 
ing an outboard motor afloat. 
A small amount of gas may 
spread on the bilge, set the 
entire boat afire when the 
motor starts. 

Don't sample berries, touch 
unfamiliar plants, or drink inw 
pure water.

will permit a standard of living 
that is decent and respectable, 
plus an equable share of the 
profits. 

From earliest times, the em- 
ployer has recognized only his 
responsibility to his Company, 
to the stockholders and to the 
public. Employees were paid 
as much or as little as he was 
willing to pay. Profits went to 
management and to the stock- 
holders. The employer waxed 
richer while the lot of the work- 
er remained the same or be- 
came progressively worse. There 
were no laws to compel the em- 
ployer to share his profits with 
the workers. There are none 
today. That’s why Labor made 
its stand, adopted collective bar- 
gaining and the strike weapon. 
Under duress thereof, the em- 
ployers paid higher wages and 
made improvements in working 
conditions. Labor, suddenly 
aware of its power, organized 
rapidly. Unions were formed in 
almost every line of aotivity, 
and Union leaders became more 
and more powerful, until today 
they are the virtual dictators 
of industry. 

At first, it was the selfish 
interest of the employers that 
caused the trouble. '•Now the 
same selfish interest is in con- 
flict with the greed and politi- 
cal ambition of the union leaders. 
Labor abain is the goat, and is 
just as surely being exploited 
today by its own leaders and 
executives as it was in the past 
by its employers. 

We have seen that the em- 
ployer accepts his responsibility 
to Management and to stock- 
holders in respect to profits. 
We now see the need of legis- 
lation that will compel him to 
recognize his responsibility to 
his employees as well. He is, 
in fact, responsible to all three, 
and it is no flight of fancy, 
devoid of reasoning or fairness, 
to contend that, this being the 
case, Labor is entitled to a def- 
inite share of the profits. If 
both sides would agree that 
there, is justice in such a set- 
tlement, Labor’s share might 
well be paid at the end of each 
fiscal year in the form of a 
bonus apportioned on a basis 
of ability and length of ser- 
vice. There is no good reason 
for paying the same wages on 
a flat rate basis to one worker 
who is a shirker and a quitter, 
clumsy with his hands and 
lacking in brains, as to another 
who is skillful, resourceful, loyal 
and dependable. It just doesn’t 
make sense. Higher wages are 
justified only by increased 
efficiency and productive capa- 
city. 

Many people do not approve 
of Government "meddling in 
business" but when a contro- 
versy persists as long as the 
present one b.etween Manage- 
ment and Labor, affecting the 
economic and social welfare of 
the country as a whole, it would 
seem to be inevitable. There 
is no need to open the books 
of corporations to a Fact Find- 
ing Board. Tax returns provide 
all the information that is re- 
quired in regard to profits. What 
is needed is legislation that will 
determine how profits are to 
be distributed. That is thc crux 
of the whole problem. If set- 
tled satisfactorily, there would 
be no Incentive for strikes, and 
they would be outlawed as a 
means of raising wages. Labor 
leaders would devote them- 
selves to improving working 
conditions, standards of living 
and the intelligence and effic- 
4ency of the workers. Member- 
ship dues would finance health, 
disability and retirement bene- 
efits, and unemployment due to 
causes beyond the control of thc 
worker not tOb non-productivity 
caused by strikes. 

A sore point with Labor and 
one of the things that affects 
Labor's share of the profits is 
the amount of inonoy paid in 
salaries to executives of corpo- 
rations. Take the case of a 
relatively small corporation that 
paya one or more of its ex- 
ecutive a salary of $100,000 per 
year. No amount of reasoning 
will convince the average work- 
er that these men actually earn 
such large salaries. If the

Government (which is the 
people) approves a salary of 
$75,000 for the President of the 
United States— certainly one of 
the most exacting and respon- 
sible jobs in the country — how 
can it sit idly by and count- 
enance the payment of huge 
salaries to private individuals 
at the expense of Labor, for 
isn’t it true that the earnings 
that permit such salaries are 
due, In part at least, to the pro- 
ductivity of Labor? At one 
time, certain high officials In 
Washington wanted to limit the 
salaries of private individuals 
but didn’t quite dare to face the 
storm of protest that would 
greet such a proposal. As an 
alternative, they adopted the 
program of high surtax rates 
on income on the theory that 
“if we can’t limit ’em, we’ll 
bleed ’em". 

And that’s how it is. The 
Government derives a large 
amount of revenue from this 
source. But wouldn’t it be 
better and fairer to all con- 
cerned if the workers had high- 
er incomes on which they would 
have to pay higher taxes? The 
yield would not be so lopsided 
and would be spread over a 
larger number of taxpayers. 

Limitation of salaries to a 
figure more nearly based upon 
actual ability and earning ca- 
pacity would work no hardship 
on corporation executives who 
usually hold stock in their Com- 
panies and supplement their 
earnings through dividends. Ap- 
plied to organizers and execu- 
tives of Labor unions, it would 
act as a curb to their selfish 
motives and lust for power. A 
very definite advantage would 
accrue to Labor by having ex- 
cess salary funds remain in the 
profits column where it would 
be shared by Management, 
Stockholders and Labor. All 
three would benefit— not just 
a few individuals. Labor would 
be the gainer, and It Is right 
that it should be.

Thomas S. Derr 

Thomas S. Derr, 51, president 
of the American Steam Automo- 
bile Co., Inc. of Newton, and 
former instructor at Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 
died on Monday, May 31 at his 
home, 260 QQuinobequin road, 
Waban. 

A native of Brookline, he was 
a graduate of Brookline High 
High School, class of 1913. He re- 
ceived his A.B. degree from Har- 
vard, magna cum laude, in 1917, 
and a B.S. degree in mechanical 
engineering a year later. In 1919, 
he received a B.S. degree from 
M.I.T. 

He was an instructor in me- 
chanical engineering and physics 
at M.I.T. from 1920 to 1923. His 
father, Louis Derr, professor of 
applied optics and photography 
at M.I.T., died in 1923. 

Mr. Derr was granted three 
U. S. patents. The first, in 1920, 
was for a water level indicator 
for boilers. In 1921, he received 
a patent for a gas or vapor burn- 
er, and in 1926, for an air vent 
for the water level indicator. 

He served with the Army’s 
Chemical aWrfare Service during 
World War I. A registered profes- 
sional engineer, he was a mem- 
ber of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, and a Phi 
Beta Kappa at Harvard. 

Mr. Derr joined the American 
Steam Automobile Company in 
1926, and became its president 
two years later, and had served 
in that capacity ever since. 

He leaves his wife, two sons, 
Thomas S. Derr, Jr., and John 
and two daughters, the Misses 
Mary B. and Susan. 

Funeral services were held 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o’clock 
at the J. S. Waterman Chapel, 
Brookline.

The Newton project will be 
a pilot study to develop a com- 
munity program to meet thg in- 
creasing problem of heart dis- 
ease in the adult population. 
Answers will be sought to the 
question as to what part the 
local health departments will 
play in helping to reduce the 
prevalence of heart diseases. A 
careful survey will be made of 
the services now Available to 
persons afflicted with heart dis- 
ease.

No Reason for Long Term 

Appointments Now 

• 

A rtate of open warfare exists between the Republican Sena- 
torial majority and President Truman over appointments to the 
Judiciary and other high Government offices— an issue that as- 
sumes special importance in an election year 

Th* Senate's reluctance to confirm long-term presidential 
appointments has brought protests from Administration leaders 
To charges of "politics” the Senators remind the President that 
his Administration was repudiated in the 1946 elections, when 
the people installed a Republican Congress. 

Overlooking the Constitutional provision that 'appointments 
shall be made with the advice and consent of the Senate the 
President refused to listen when Republican leaders sought an 
understanding immediately after those elections. 

Republican Senators suggest, therefore, that since he dis- 
dains the "advice and consent” of the Senate on appointments, 
the impasse can be bridged by pigeonholing lus New Deal 
recommendations, thus enabling him to make interim appoint- 
ments (after Congress adjourns) to continue only until the new 
Eighty-First Congress convenes next January. 
r In the meantime there is that all-important election in 
November. With factions of the Democrat Party now in revolt 
against the President and impartial polls pointing to a Repub- 
lican landslide. Senate leaders see no reason why Mr. Truman 
should be allowed to hand out large-term political jobs for his 

favorites. ... 

This is an eminently reasonable point of view. The ques- 
tion is not the integrity or loyalty of the Truman hacked ap- 
pointees, but whether those men can be expected to cooperate 
with a Republican President in achieving the objectives for 
which his Administration stands— those objectives having been 
approved by the citizenry in November. A Republican Presi- 
dent 1 certainly would not represent the New Deal, and therefore, 
certainly should not be expected to be hamstrung by the rem- 
nants of an outmoded, out-of-office, New Deal regime. 

They Deserve What They Ask 

The letter carrier is a bewildered man as he trudges his route 
these days. His patrons are congratulating him on getting a sal- 
ary increase that Congress has never granted. Friendly columnists 
and radio commentators have even announced the amount of the 
raise, but the mailman lias never got it and no salary increase hill 
has passed either the House or the Senate. 

The discouraging feature is that Congress plans to adjourn 
on June 19, slightly more than a week away. There is still time 
to give the mailman this well-deserved raise, but action must be 
quick or it will be too late. He hopes that his friends will urge 
Congress to give him the pay raise that everyone thinks he re- 
ceived, and which he so badly needs. Even in the rush of last-min- 
ute legislation the wants of this loyal public servant must be given 
consideration. 

The mailman has been patient and uncomplaining, but he 
should not be neglected. His faithful service merits the reward 
of an adequate salary increase. Every Newton citizen endorses 
this fact.

If you stop to think about that 
analysis, it may occur to you that 
the average voter may be more 
intrigued by the comment on 
Harold Stassen than by that on 
the New Yorker. However, it is, 
of course, the so-called profes- 
sional politicians who pull the 
strings behind the stage at na- 
tional conventions. On the other 
hand, these same professional 
experts are apt to stop, look and 
listen rather carefully before they 
produce their final nominee. After 
all, It is the much-abused and 
constantly-bewildered average 
voter who, in the last analysis, 
decides who the next President 
will be. Just remember that. If a 
few thousand voters in each and 
every state would only make a 
point of contacting their con- 
vention delegates well in ad- 
vance of the convention and let- 
ting them know what candidate 
or candidates they favored, there 
would be a lot less wire-pulling 
behind the scenes prior to the 
balloting. For my part, I am tak- 
ing pains to let ALL our 35 dele- 
gates know my personal views 
regarding the G.O.P. nominee.

As a representative of 
one of the sholarships given by 
thc Paul Hants Foundation, he 
demonstrated to all what a splen- 
did idea Paui Harris had in estab- 
llsning these scholarships. Mr. 
Alden has been studying for his 
Master’s degree In history at 
Harvard this year. He is a grad- 
uate of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, and served as a Captain 
in the 18th Royal Hussars during 
World War II,

In order 
to do this it will be necessary 
for England to Increase her ex- 
ports to 175% of those she made 
in 1938.

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Forecasti ng The Price Trend 

Will commodity prices go up? Go down? Stay where they 

are? 

Newsweek recently asked 50 leading economists, connected 
with business, labor, governmental, statistical and educational 
institutions to forecast the price trend for the balance of the year. 
Twenty-six thought prices would continue Hpward; 14 said they 
will remain about the same, and the remaining 10 believe they 
will be lower by the year's end. 

Averaging the answers, the concensus is that prices won’t 
change substantially one way or the other. That may be a dis- 
appointment to the consumer, who has watched his dollar shrink 
like wool in water, but it is completely understandable. Spend- 
ing by government business, and the individuals — goes to higher 
and higher peaks. The vast sums being spent for foreign aid and 
military purposes will further strain the supply-demand balance. 
And millions of Americans have a higher standard of living than 
they ever had before. 

So, when you go shopping, don't expect to find a lot of bar- 
gains soon. What, you will find, however, are merchants who sell 
you what you want at a far lower profit margin than most people 
realize. The profits per sale arc so small, generally speaking, that 
if they didn't exist at all it would make little difference in your 
purchasing power. Retail trade, whether we realize it or not, 
deserves much of the credit for the abundance that exists in this 
nation.

Pre-View Of G.O.P. Convention Will Vandenberg Win? 

Inasmuch as next week’s column mny appear after the Republicans have made their 
nomination for the Presidency, I shall take this opportunity to analyze the situation as it 
exists today (June 15). 

Perhaps the most significant development of the past week or two lias been the feeling 
of many observers that there may conceivably be a double deadlock at. the'coming Phila- 
delphia convention. Of course, the first and almost undisputed deadlock will be that be- 
tween Dewey and Taft and, possibly, Stassen. 


The reasons for this have been 
explained both here and in the 
Boston papers many times. We 
must all bear in mind that the 
three leading candidates, as of 
today, will, of course, make bold 
claims that they will have an 
initial vote of some 250 or 300 
votes on the first ballot. Should 
that prove to be the case, it might 
well be that the front-running 
candidates will make substantial 
gain on the second and third bal- 
lots. If that is the case, it is just 
possible that the nomination will 
be made without the necessity of 
indulging l:i a typical Democratic 
marathon race. Many of us recall 
that old battle-cry of “Alabama 
casts 24 votes for Underwood." 

Now, it seems more likely that 
the G.O.P. deadlock will not be 
resolved too quickly. This brings 
me to the more recent develop- 
ment, which suggests that the 
original deadlock may give way 
to a second struggle between the 
two leading dark-horses today, 


with special emphasis on the Re- 
publicans of all types, to vote for 
Martin, even against a relatively 
weak President like Harry S. 
Truman. It is no secret that the 
average Republican voter is be- 
coming increasingly canny and 
independent. This holds true for 
the average independent voter, 
too. Many times have I heard the 
threat by normally good Repub- 
licans that a Taft or a Martin 
nomination would force them to 
vote for President Truman as the 
lesser of two evils. 

Consider, now, what might hap- 
pen if there should be this sec- 
ond deadlock and both Senator 
Vandenberg and Speaker Martin 
were left out in the cold, even if 
temporarily. What would the 
delegates do then? Would they 
turn their eyes to California and 
Governor Earl Warren or would 
they jump all the way to New 
England and select Senator Lev- 
erett Saltonstall, despite his han- 
dicap of coming from New Eng-

My friends, in considering the

It is fresh and 
sparkling, continually revealing 
new and original views of life, in- 
telligent and practical ideas, and 
satisfying qualities. 

This is the Science of Chris- 
tianity or Christian Science, based 
on the teachings of Christ Jesus, 
who said to his followers: "Except 
ye . . . become as little children, ye 
shall not enter into the kingdom of 
heaven," that is, into the exact 
Science of Life or eternal har- 
mony. Jesus was no doubt familiar 
from his childhood with that 
ringing proclamation, "Hear, O 
Israel: The Lord our God is one 
Lord." He learned to understand 
this profound fact, ti.e most pro- 
found truth possible of being 
known. God is one God. God is 
good and God is all; therefore, 
goou is all. His demonstration of 
this truth enabled Jesus with au- 
thority to classify evil as a liar and 
the father of lies. 

St. Paul, perhaps the most 
learned of Jesus’ early followers 
and a profound metaphysician, 
came to know the simplicity of true 
metaphysics and gave us that 
grand summary — the thirteenth 
chapter of I Corinthians. 

"Though I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, and 
have not charity [meaning love], 
I am become as sounding brass, or 
a tinkling cymbal. 

"And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all mys- 
teries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I 
could remove mountains, and have 
not charity [love], T am nothing." 

The textbooks of Christian Sci- 
ence are the Bible — the King James 
Version — and "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures" by 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer 
and Founder of Christian Science. 
In these two books may be found 
the exact knowledge or Science of 
Life, of God and His creation. This 
latter book is sometimes ignorantly 
referred to as the Christian Science 
Bible. No Christian Scientist in 
any way regards Science and 
Health as a Bible, nor does it ever 
take the place of the Bible. As its 
title indicates, it is a key to the 
Bible. As this key opens the door 
of understanding, a light is thrown 
upon the Scriptures which reveals 
their glory and the infinite practi- 
cal possibilities of good. The sim- 
plicity of this one great and only 
Science is stated by its Discdverer 
and Founder in her book "Miscel- 
laneous Writings" (p 101), where 
she says, "If God is All. and God 
is good, it follows that all must be 
good; and no other power, law, or 
intelligence can exist." 

Oneness of God 

"Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me." This command of God 
is as imperative today as it was 
when first given to Moses in the 
thunder of Mount Sinai. 

Let it be said that there is noth- 
ing mysterious about God, nothing 
supernatural about His laws, noth- 
ing unknowable or unprovable, 
nothing afar off or unapproach- 
able. The master Christian de- 
clared Him to be Spirit and 
altogether good. In fact, he de- 
clared Him to be the only good. 
God then is Spirit, without a taint 
of what is called matter, or evil, 
unrestricted in action, unlimited in 
manifestation, unopposed in power 
and government. Gooc alone is 
power. It is a creative necessity 
that the creator be good and in- 
telligent. Only that which is good 
and intelligent can create. What 
seems to be the creation of evil is 
but the illusory effect of a dis- 
torted view or false concept of that 
which in reality is, and is good — a 
mist- taken view of life. 

God’s creation does not consist 
in the making of objects separated 
from Himsel/, but in the unfolding 
at spiritual ideas inseparable from 
tiufir source, the revea’mg of tha' 
which eternally exists in ills in 
finite divine oneness. Creation 
then, is in reality revelation or 
utfolOmtAl (Ja page W4 of Science 


One Life 

i The Scriptures declare that God 
! is Life, and in Christian Science 
, Life is known as a synonym for 
God. Life, then, is one Life. It is 
Spirit, and it. manifestation spirit-' 
ual. Life is not in what is called 
matter; it is never born in and 
never dies out of material forms. 
Life is never restricted by matter 
beliefs, frustrated by them, or de- 
stroyed by them. Matter in all of 
its suppositional manifestations is 
proved in Science to be but a false , 
mental concept of Life and its 
activities, mythical in nature and 
action. Life is, in its purity, matter- 
less, timeless, sinless, deathless, 
uninterrupted by a suppositional ; 
material birth and its suppositional i 
experiences. 

What does this mean for us prac- i ; 
tically, here and now? It means 
that each one can find his indi- ! j 
| vidual life, at first hand, at its J 
divine source. He does not have 
to have a second-hand life handed I 
down to him from generation to 
generation, often pretty well shop- : 
worn by the time it reaches him. , 
At its best, its abilities, pleasures, : 
and achievements prove transitory 
and unsatisfactory unless in some 
measure they pattern the divine. 

The great demonstrator of Life 
eternal said, “Call no man your 
father upon the earth: for one is 
your Father, which is in heaven" 
(Matt. 23), and Mrs. Eddy has said, 
"Science sets aside man as a cre- 
| ator, and unfolds the eternal har- 
! monies of the only living and true 
origin. God” (Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings, p. 72). What does one set 
aside when he "sets aside man as 
a creator”? All the claims of hu- 
man birth, a second-hand life 
transmitted to him by false laws of 
material generation, heredity, and 
tradition. He finds that he does not 
have to accept as his own the kind 
of life handed down to him by his 
| forebears, his disposition, his abil- 
i ities or disabilities, his environ- 
ment, his health or lack of health, 
his religion. He learns to accept 
his true spiritual life, which re- 
| fleets its origin in every quality.

It is fresh, original, joyous, pure, 
complete, and eternal. It is your 
1 life and mine — notu. 

A story is told of a maid who 
had endeared herself to the family 
she served by her constant cheer 
and happy state of mind. There 
I came a time when she seemed un- 
happy and gloomy in her outlook. 

To the many inquiries of her mis- 
tress as to what the trouble was, 
she invariably replied, “Nothing, 
Missy, nothing." One day on the 
insistence of her friend 'to know 
what caused the change, she ex- 
claimed, “Everything is so dailv." 
How this thought tempts us all* at 
times — the daily dusting and cook- 
ing, typing and bookkeeping, daily 
business demands, daily trains to 
be caught, daily responsibility of 
world affairs! What can be done to 
make them less daily, less monoto- 
nous, less burdensome? Prayer 
and watching — that we accept life 
only as the expression of Life 
divine, acknowledging Principle as 
its origin and government, and 
Love as essence and law. 

There is no task so menial, so 
seemingly mechanical, that it can- 
not be transformed by the reflec- 
tion of Life that is Love. It is 
always possible to be "absent from 
the body, and to be present 
with the Lord" (with transforming ! 
Love), not to the neglect of the 
human task, but to the perform- 
ance of it in a manner more nearly i 
approaching perfection. As one 
brings to his task, however hum- I 
ble, this transforming conscious- j 
ness of Life and its activity, he 
will assuredly be lifted into higher j 
and more satisfying service. He 
becomes bigger than his task and 
you cannot keep t • quarts of i 
water in a one-quart pail. 

There is no task st weighted I 
with responsibility that It cannot I 
be lightened by the understanding j 
of Life as the expression of God's 
wisdom, intellig'ice, and unerring j 
direction. Thus the task, however 
heavy, can be eased onto the 
shoulders of omnipotence, divine ; 
Principle, of whose government 
there shall be no end, and with i 
whose judgments there is no inter- 
ference. Principle, a synonym for 
Life, is ever present to direct, in- 
telligence to inform, and Soul to I 
beautify ou> daily living.

off" or displaced by the spiritual 
man of Mind’s pure and perfect 
creation. 

Man is not found In transient 
mortal beliefs and their formations, 
but in eternal spiritual facts And 
their eternal being. The ideas of 
Mind are the substance of man and 
comprise his indestructible life. 

Of every Christlike quality and 
idea, the Father-Mother Mind, Al- 
mighty God, declares, "This is my 
beloved Son: hear him." 

As we thus find all in God, we 
find good in all and evil nowhere. 

The effect of refusing to give evil 
identity is illustrated by the fol- 
lowing experience which was re- 
lated to me recently by a friend, 
a practical worker in Christian 
Science. She had for a long period 
of time seemed to be the object 
of hatred manifested toward her by 
a neighbor. The situation came to 
a climax one night wher this sense 
of hatred seemed most keenly felt. 

The student of Christian Science 
knew that this ugly thing had in 
the last analysis to be met within 
her own consciousness, and she 
began scientifically to meet it 
there. She spent many hours that 
night clarifying her thinking until 
she could see and freely acknowl- 
edge that hatred has no identity. 

She could not give It a point of 
power by identifying it with a 
certain person. Hatred was an 
illusion, neither person, place, nor 
thing. This work was complete, 
and she found rest in the truth of 
man’s being. In the morning this 
erstwhile hating one called her 
and told her of having been very 
ill through the night, suffering 
greatly until towards morning. 

Then she said the sense of bitter- 
ness ,and hatred fell away from 
her and she found peace, and she 
could truly say she loved her 
neighbor and was well. This illus- 
trates the method by which any 
claim of evil may be nullified and 
the harmony of reality found in its 
place. 

Strictly obeying the First Com- 
mandment, "Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me,” each one 
may claim his birthright and 
declare with conviction: "I am 
inseparable from God and His one- 
ness, and by reflection have at my 
command all the power of God, 
the forces of good, to meet any 
dream of evil which may tempt me. 

This is the natural, everyday truth

kept herself informed and what is 
called "abreast of the times," she 
was not so much concerned with 
the unreal matcriaLkistory of the 
human race as wlm the unfold- 
ment of the spiritual i'dea, which 
she recognized as reality brought 
to light. 

Mary Baker Eddy is the forever 
Leader of the Christian Science 
movement, and the adherents of 
her teachings recognize her as 
such. They know her as the reve- 
lator to this age of the final truth 
about God, man, and the universe. 
They know that she has made 
known to the world the Comforter 
promised by Christ Jesus, even 
the "Spirit of trut They follow 
V t leadership even as she herself 
admonished them, "only so far as 
she follows Christ" (Message to 
The Mother Church for 1901, p. 
34). They do not follow her 
merely as a person, but are true 
followers as they heed her pre- 
cepts, emulate her purity of pur- 
pose and living, obey her doctrine 
of God’s oneness, and demonstrate 
the divine Science she discovered, 
healing the sick, enlightening and 
blessing the wo*ld with their puri- 
fied lives. In the degree that her 
followers are thus following her, 
in deed and in truth, her true 
place is being established in his- 
tory, her God-ordained mission 
recognized, and her name en- 
shrined in the hearts of humanity. 

Healing Prayer 

What is prayer? How does one 
pray? Is prayer effectual? These 
questions find many answers ac- 
cording to doctrine, creed, or race. 
In its ultimate, prayer » scientific 
and therefore simple. One learns 
to pray aright only as he learns to 
understand God aright. Each one 
must begin where he finds him- 
self. That beginning may be with 
the faith of a little child petition- 
ing to have his need or desire met. 
From such a beginning one pro- 
gresses in spiritual understanding 
and will find his petitionary faith 
merging into scientific affirmation 
of the spiritual fact as the ever- 
present reality of any situation 
that confronts him. 

In any case, whether it be the 
prayer of faith or understanding, 
the element of doubt has no place 
in prayer. The writer to the 
Hebrews declares that “he that 
cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of

We need always to remember 
that this Mini', is equally the Mind 
of all, and we may not claim for i 
ourselves something we deny to i 
our brother. This point was illus- 1 
trated by the experience of a 
friend of mine. He was a business- 
man who had just become in- 
terested in Christian Science and 
who was also just starting in a 
' new business of his own. He had 
not any too much capital to finance 
this venture, and so was anxious 
to collect a sum of money due him 
from a man who repudiated the 
debt and refused to pay it. This 
friend, with his as yet slight un- 
derstanding of Christian Science, 
went one day to see his debtor in 
high hopes of collecting the money 
due him, but was met with a blunt 
refusal. He went to see the prac- 
titioner who was helping him and 
reported his failure. Thz practi- 
tioner asked him what he thought 
while he was interviewing the 
man. and he said: “I was knowing 
that I was God’s child and could not 
be deprived of my right. Whatever 
was due me was rightfully mine, 
and God would not let me be de- 
prived of it.” He was then asked 
what he was thinking about the 
other fellow. Well, his thoughts 
were not very pleasant about him. 

He was pretty much of a liar, he 
was dishonest, and so forth. This 
attitude was corrected and the 
spiritual fact pointed out that the 
same Mind that was his and gov- 
erning him was also the Mind of 
his neighbor and governing him. 

When this truth was established in 
my friend's consciousness he re- 
turned to his debtor and found the 
divine oneness of Mind governing. 

The debt was acknowledged and 
the money collected in good will 
and fellowship. 

In acknowledging one universal 
Mind, do not be afraid of mo- 
notony. There is no monotony in 
infinite Mind, but infinite variety 
of expression, originality, and in- 
dividuality. Who would not be 
willing to give up a suppositional 
multiplication table of his own or 
an equally suppositional mind of 
his own— a mind of fears, limita- 
tions, falsities, of pain and pleas- 


Would not a fearless world be 
warless world? And can there be 
a higher mission on earth than to 
make life for ourselves and others 
Love-lit and fearless? And how 
can this be done except by ac- 
knowledging and accepting the 
divine oneness of Love as God, the 
omnipotent governing power of 
ti universe. This ever-present 
Love reflected by man purifies the 
human affections, m?' es tenderly 
understanding the human heart, 
ennobles one’s aims and purposes, 
and makes s :ene and happy one’s 
daily living. We read in "The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and Miscellany," "Love lived in a 
court or cot is God exemplified, 
governing governments, indus- 
tries, human rights, liberty, life." 

Many little children who have 
been taught the ever-presence of 
divine Love turn instinctively to 
this presence when in trouble. 
This was illustrated by a small 
child of three whom I know. She 
was playing on the floor with a 
piece of bent wire anc. thrust it 
into the electric outlet in the wall. 
This caused a burn which left a 
deep impression of the wire on the 
tiny hand. This little one, having 
been taught from infancy the truth 
of divine Love, uttered no cry of 
pain, but looked at the hand and 
lisped. "Precious God! Precious 
God!’’ Then he turned confidently 
for comfort to her mother, who 
knew well the presence and power 
of the great Mother Love which is 
God In a very short time comfort 
was realized and the hand healed. 

My friends, fear is a lie. Love is 
a law, the omnipotent law of God. 
This Love in its simple directness 
and practicality, its grandeur and 
magnitude, its irresistible power, is 
ever present. It is to be under- 
stood, loved, and lived. It guides 
unerringly, protects omnipotently, 
and ultimately triumphs over all 
evil.

ation we find that "matter, or any 
mode of mortal mind"— evil in 
any form— "is neither part nor 
parcel” of It.

Think of what a knowledge of 
this means to us when we seem to 
be confrontetroy the claims of the 
mythical creation as given in the 
second chapter of Genesis. There 
we are told of a man created of the 
dust of the ground, nonintelligent 
matter! A man separated from 
God and His allness! This suppo- 
sitional man become., the victim 
of Ulf suggestions of the serpent 


faith it is im- 
possible to please God. 

The English poet William Blake 
writes: 

"If the Sun and Moon should doubt, 
They’d immediately go out.” 

Do not hesitate to pray the 
prayer of faith, continuing to 
strive for the perfect understand- 
ing where petition is superseded by 
acceptance. 

The first chapter in the Christian 
Science textbook is devoted to the 
subject of prayer, and ever since 
the book was printed the reading 
of this chapter has been healing 
sin and sickness in all parts of the 
world. A most testing definition of 
prayer is found on page 39 of "No 
and Yes’’ as follows: "Prayer be- 
gets an awakened desire to be and 
do good. It makes new and scien- 
tific discoveries of God, of Hi* 
goodness and power. It shows us 
more clearly than we saw before, 
what we already have and are; 
and most of all, it shows us what 
God is." 

True prayer, then, advances out 
of a comforted human sense of 
God’s presence and power meeting 
the human need into the absolute 
spiritual understanding of God’s 
oneness, within whose grace and 
perfection there is no need — only 
the joyous completion of true be- 
ing, here and now made manifest. 

I should like to tell you of an 
instance of the healing power of 
true prayer of which I know. 

It was that of a young woman 
suffering from an acute attack 
of appendicitis. This trouble had 
bothered her on several previous 
occasions, and this time the physi- 
cians had said that an immediate 
operation was necessary to save 
her life. She, however, was seem- 
ingly in a state of great lack and 
felt she could not afford to be away 
from her profession nor possibly 
find money for an operation. She 
had heard of Christian Science and 
sent for a practitioner. As the 
practitioner sat by her bed in 
the gloomy, meager back bedroom, 
two words came to the practition- 
er’s thought with a flood of light 
and sacred meaning she had never 
known before. These words were, 
"Our Father.” In contemplating 
the love and compassion with 
which those words are fraught, she 
lost all sense of the opposite claim 
of an evil power to oppose the 
might of that great and loving 
Father. The result was an Im- 
mediate, complete, and permanent 
healing not only of appendicitis 
but of several other physical ail- 
ments of which the practitioner 
was not aware. 

Practical Truth 

This demonstration of the heal- 
ing power of prayer is, of course, 
only one of many thousands of 
similar experiences. Do not these 
prove the practicality of truth? No 
matter how transcendental it may 
appear to the physical senses, spir- 
itual understanding proves spirit- 
ual truth to be concrete, substantial, 
all-satisfying, all-loving, all-power- 
ful. 

As one realizes the truth of hia 
individual at-one-ment with di- 
vine oneness, he will find nothing 
in his daily living either too small 
or too large to be brought under 
truth's beneficent government — 
be it the illusion of a baby’s hurt 
hand or the cataclysm of a world 
war. Both are equally unknown 
to God and are to be prevented or 
dispelled by true knowledge of 
ills presence and power.

One Christ 

There Is but one Christ. The 
Christian Science textbook defines 
Christ as follows: “Christ is the 
divine idea of God— the Holy 
Ghost, or Comforter, revealing the 
divine Principle, Love, and lead- 
ing into all truth" (Science and 
Health, p. 332). It also says, 
“Christ expresses God’s spiritual, 
eternal nature” (p. 333). Thia 
impersonal, never-absent Christ, 
when scientifically understood, is 
found to be the tender, powerful, 
and complete redeemer from all 
evil, individually and universally. 

The man Jesus of Nazareth, born 
of a virgin, best understood the 
Christ, Truth. He best illustrated 
the nature of the Christ in his 
healing works and his manifest 
authority and dominion over the 
elements and forces of the carnal 
mind, which we call matter. It 
was hi£ understanding of the Christ 
which enabled Jesus to heal all 
manner of sickness and disease, to 
raise the dead, walk on the water, 
and still the tempest. 

Of Jesus of Nazareth, Mrs. Eddy 

ys: “All Christian Scientists 
deeply recognize the oneness of 
Jesus — that he stands alone in 
word and deed, the visible dis- 
coverer, founder, demonstrator, 
and great Teacher of Christianity, 
whose sandals none may unloose" 
(Miscellany, p. 338). And in "No 
and YeS" (p. 1) we read, "The 
theology and medicine of Jesus 
were one, — in the divine oneness 
of the trinity, Life, Truth, and 
Love, which healed the sick and 
cleansed the sinful.” 

But the Christ did not first come 
to earth with the coming of Jesus 
nor leave the earth with his leav- 
ing. The Christ, Truth, is as 
eternally present as God, Principle, 
from which it emanates. Jesus 
knew this well and could say, 
"Before Abraham was, I am,” and, 
"Lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world." The 
claims of evil may seem very real 
to us— ; jnore real than good, than 
God Himself. The waves of error, 
material sense, sin, sickness, grief, 
failure, incompetence, injustice, 
may seem to be dashing us against 
the rocks, threatening our health, 
our happiness, our success, life it- 
self, yet the Christ, Truth, is never 
absent from any one of us, but 
ever present to heal, to redeem 
and glorify, and Christian Science 
is enabling us to say with its Dis- 
coverer (Poems, p. 12):

The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science 

Fitting perfectly in the design of 
divine oneness is the life and work 
of the one Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, Mary Baker 
Eddy. Anyone wishing to know 
the truth of her life and work may 
find it in her autobiography con- 
tained in her book "Retrospection 
and Introspection” or in any one 
of the several biographies which 
may be read or obtained in any 
Christian Science Reading Room.

world community will be meas- 
ured by our faith in the broth- 
erhood of man. That is the sim- 
ple truth the war of mankind 
should teach us. In that simple 
statement which many will jeer 
at because it seems so vision- 
ary is the key to world unity. No 
laws, no organizations, no 
courts nor government can grant 
us tfce psychological unity which 
understanding of the unity of 
mankind can create among us. 
Ideals give us the deepest mot- 
ive for cooperation. We face 
a period fraught with such ten 
sion and danger as mankind 
never dreamed of. 

It is true that them are many 
races and peoples in the world. 
They do not all understand or be- 
lieve in the same laws of con- 
duct. Men are diverse. They do 
have varying customs and prac- 
tices. If we conceive of a uni- 
versal ideal of justice as a host 
of laws or customs which are 
binding upon all people every- 
where, then it will be easy to 
demonstrate how such a univer- 
sal law is not anywhere in exist- 
ence. A universal law of justice 
is a standard for justice. It is 
similar to Democracy which no- 
where ideally exists, but which 
is granted life under a frame- 
work of government which al- 
lows thru law for the making of 
such conditions as is stated in 
its ideals a reality. Our mod- 
ern task is to see that all over 
the world conditions «xist for 
the establishment of the condi- 
tions of freedom. Universality 
does not mean uniformity. It 
is in the difference between men 
that growth is promoted. Each 
society, as each individual, has 
its own unique contribution .to 
human worth. In the U.N., how- 
ever, all the nations of the 
world have agreed upon certain 
minimum conditions which are 
common to the experience of all 
mankind. Peace is the greatest 
of them. 

You can contribute greatly to 
the advancement of peace thru- 
out the world. If you in your 
family, in your club life, in your 
roles as citizens of the world, 

I will stand and be counted as 
among those believing without 
reservation in the ideals upon 
j which this government is found- 
ed, you will give courage to 
others to so act. There will be 
many in this country who will 
become discouraged as the Rus- 
sians do not immediately act to- 
wards world peace. The Rus- 
sians do not believe in the 
strength of the individual nor the 
power of democracy. They be- 
lieve it to be decadent. They 
think that we shall lose faith in 
our ideals and that the strength 
of their concept of the power and 
wisdom of the state shall prevail 
over us. Only our faith can 
show them this is not true. Wo 
cannot lose faith because one 
action intended to make it real 
fails. This is childlike in concept 
and resolution. Do not identify 
the principle with any particular 
solution of the problem save in 
one way. That way is to direct 
us to the problem to be achieved. 
The principle furnishes us a stan- 
dard to which our solution 
should conform. The principle 
itself is not bad just because our 
solution may be. Believe in Dem- 
ocracy. Its ideals are now em- 
bodied by voluntary agreement 
In the U.N. to which even the 
Russians subscribe. It has not 
removed the difficulties of lan- 
guage or ideology. Not of na- 
tional interest or religion. But 
it does provide us with a meas- 
uring stick, a faith by which we 


had better be ready for many, 
many troubles and failures. But 
that is no reason to quit, to 
abandon our faith. Let not 
ca^t away the great strides we 
have made toward world unity 
in the U.N. just because we can- 
not accomplish all that we might 
desire. 

The road to peace is not a 
charted one. The way has many 
twists and turns, but the horror 
of two world wars has taught us 
many things which must be 
avoided if we are to achieve last- 
ing peace. One is to say things, 
to state principles without the 
intent to act upon them. The 
history of the period just prior 
to the second World War shows 
that such a course but leads to 
war. 

Thus we cannot allow the Rus- 
sians to continue to force rev- 
olutions of government or to ex- 
pand without definitely under- 
standing the course of their ac- 
tion. The efforts made by our 
government to stop the menac- 
ing surge of the Russians toward 
war is well known. But how 
much thought, how much em- 
phasis has been given the con- 
structive policy of the country 
toward peace? 

In the Brussels Conference we 
can see one of the monumental 
achievements of history. The 
beginning of a United States of 
Europe, with patterns for living 
which will allow men to dwell in 
freedom and peace. The passage 


of the Marshall Plan will give 
to these countries enough of the 
minimum economic strength 
with which to pursue their pur- 
pose. The individual nations 
will be able to cloth and feed 
their citizens, thus giving them 
hope for betterment of their stat- 
us without abandoning their 
right to live as human beings. 

It is to be hoped that as the 
Soviet sec the world slowly work- 
ing its way to peace without any 
attempt to encroach upon their 
security they will be inspired to 
collaborate with us to peace. 
They can gain 'nothing further 
by bluff — and everything thru 
the application of genuine inter- 
national cooperation. However, 
it is not to be supposed that a 
nation which does not believe in 
the power of the masses will be 
easily converted to the applica- 
tion of the idea of brotherhood 
thru a world government with 
equal representation of all na- 
tions. 

However, we have no choice 
but to pursue our course of 
holding our principles firm. We 
must resolve to hold our pres- 
ent course of honor and firm- 
ness. And each Individual citi- 
zen must assert his beliefe in 
the power of democracy, in the 
strength of the brotherhood of 
man, in the faith of his ideals. 
He must assert them as tho his 
very life depended upon them. 
For indeed it does.

As an example of the appar- 
ent impotence of some of the 
leaders, witness the newspaper 
accounts of the heroic effort 
made by Governor Bradford to 
hold the Bay State delegation 
in line for our favorite son, Sen- 
ator Leverctt Saltonstall, on the 
very first ballot. It is hard for 
me to believe that the Governor 
actually had* to ask Governor 
Dewey’s aid in assuring a full 
Massachusetts vote for our sen- 
ior Senator. And that Is bUt 
one of many details of the first 
two days’ happenings. 

Next we have a situation 
which may, perhaps, have been 
played up too colorfully in the 
press. I refer to the apparent 
breach between Governor Brad- 
ford and Sinclair Weeks, our 
former Mayor. If the papers 
were correct, the latter was try- 
ing to lead a “Stop Dewey” 
movement with which Governor 
Bradford was not in sympathy. 

Again, there was the interest- 
ing spectacle of an apparent 
union between Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and Sinclair Weeks 
in connection with the “Stop 
Dewey” scheme. Political in- 
siders have not forgotten that 
it was Henry Cabot Lodge who 
defeated Weeks for the U. S. 
Senatorial nomination over a 
decade ago. Some of Weeks’ 
friends have never forgiven the 
Junior Senator for that. 

Still another point. Some peo- 
ple found it difficult to under- 
stand how Weeks could possibly 
work up any real enthusiasm 
for Senator Taft of Ohio. They 
forgot, of course, that the very 
distinguished Fathers of these 
two capable statesmen, namely, 
John W. Weeks and former 
President William Howard Taft, 
were bosom friends over a long 
period of years. The younger 
Weeks and the younger Taft 
can scarcely be expected to for- 
get the close alliance between 
the older generation in their 
families. 

State Legislative Contest 

Close observers have figured 
for some time that Reps. Raw- 
son and Whittemore would prob- 
ably have to do a little wprk 
to be re-elected to their posts 
in the State Legislature this 
coming fall. The recent an- 
nouncement by Harry Gath Jr. 
of Newtonville that he would 
oppose the two present incum- 
bents means that Messrs. Raw- 
son and Whittemo.re will have 
to do a bit more than go through 
the motions of campaigning. To 
be sure, it is one thing to make 
a good showing in an Alder- 
manic fight, waged on a non- 
partisan basis and quite another 
to make a similar showing in 
a Republican primary. Even so, 
it would, in my opinion, be un- 
wise for the two Legislators 
from the north side to take too 
much for granted. Later on I 
shall present an analysis of the 
vote by wards and precincts last 
December. Gath’s followers tell 
me that he did remarkably well 
in Ward 2, his home ward. That 
is quite a substantial part of 
the entire district.

though the Senate had flayed 
a very shabby game of politics 
in the hectic, closing days of 
the session. The $100,000,000 
Highway program should most 
certainly have been enacted into 
law. Cynical politicians tell me 
that each party was afraid that 
the other party would profit by 
way of having loads and loads 
of patronage at its disposal. 
If that Is true, I suppose one 
can understand the savage re- 
luctance of the sixteen die-hard 
Democrats in the State Senate. 
A bond issue requires a two- 
thirds vote and the G.O.P. did 
not have any such margin with- 
in its own ranks. In the mean- 
time, UNLESS there is a special 
session of the Legislature, the 
vitally-important highway pro-, 
gram is dead as a dodo. And, 
as Governor Bradford said, the 
Democrats have handed him a 
perfectly wonderful campaign 
Issue on a platter. Sounds rea- 
sonable, does it not? 

Oh, yes; the solons, after vot- 
ing themselves a pension a few 
weeks ago, went to work in the 
closing days and raised Yheir 
own salary once again.

developments in the country. 
Large-scale planning is being 
uaed to avoid aimless, unsuita- 
ble buildings, which could only 
result in architectural confusion. 
Willard F. Pratt, Newton's Di- j 
rector of Public Works, who dr- I 
veloprd the site plan, has I 
brought to the enterprise the 
most advanced thinking in land 
and community planning. 

Applicants for the houses will ; 
greatly benefit from this over- | 
all supervision which ensures 
them a remarkably beautiful 
community in which to live. The 
homes will have individual dis- 
tinction. Monotony of style — 
rows of identically designed 
houses — will be avoided. Colors 
used in shingles and clapboards 
will be varied, and each house 
will be considered In its rela- 
tionship to the entire develop- 
ment. 

Every effort is being made to 
maintain an integrated beauty 
of architecture at Oak Hill Park, 
and to do so will require the 
cooperation of the applicants. 
The types of houses to be built 
on the various lots have been 
selected with an eye to the ter- 
rain, and the juxtaposition of 
the houses to each other, accord- 
ing to Joseph F. Kelly, presi- 
dent of the Kelly Corporation.

American Methods Adopted 
By Germa n Yout h Camps 

So swift has been the “comeback” of the Y.M.C.A. in 
Germany, where it was silenced during 15 years of Nazi 
rule, that there are now more “Y's” in the western occupa- 
tion zone than existed there before the days of the Hitler 
regime, Henry T. Dunker, treasurer of the Newton Y.M.C.A. 
and chairman of the Camp Frank A- Day committee, revealed. 

An outstanding contribution 
to the physical, mental and moral 
rehabilitation of the young 
people of Germany is being made 
through "Y” summer camps op- 
erated in cooperation with the 
American Military Government, 
Mr. Dunker said. Last year, he 
added, the German Y.M.C.A. 
had 50,000 in its summer camps, 
while camps operated jointly by 
the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A, for 
displaced persons accommodated 
40,000 more 

Through a modest amount of 
aid from the North American 
Y.M.C.A.’s, modern American 
camping techniques are being in- 
troduced into the German youth 
I camps, and are "helping to give 

periences that are in striking 
contrast to those afforded by the 
Hitler Jugend," Mr. Dunker said. 

"During the Nazi years the 
German Y.M.C.A. had lost much 
ground in leadership develop- 
ment, and there was urgent need 
for the introduction of new meth- 
ods and the training of new lead- 
ers in democratic processes," Mr. 
Dunker explained. "Last year, at 
the request of the German Y.M. 
C.A. the services of Elmer F. Ott, 
an American camping expert, 
were supplied to the German 
Y.M.C.A. for six months. So ef- 
fective was his work at a score 
or more of training schools for 
camp leaders and at 17 summer 
camps, that funds have been 
asked and granted for supplying 
another American camping spec- 
ialist to carry the work further 
this year; also an American "Y” 
secretary to help bring to city 
"Y” staffs in Germany the best 
current experience in general ad- 
ministration and program.” 

Ott found, according to Mr. 
Dunker, that while the camps 
were "leading the boys to the 
water,” their, programs, highly 
religious, were failing to "make 
them drink.” 

"The young people of Ger- 
many,” Ott reported, "have lived 
all their lives under propaganda; 
have never been able to sit down 
with an adult leader and know 
that they were getting the truth. 
They have the feeling that the 
older generation has failed them. 
They have cultivated dual person- 
alities; one* to assume when with 
their elders, one to fall back into 
when among themselves. 

The German camp leadership, 
for the most part, was vainly 
trying to meet that situation 
with the methods used in their 
boyhood. They were unfamiliar 
with and suspicious of many of 
the camping practices that we 
And most effective in America. 
The use of camp couselors was 
unknown, and it was unheard 
of to permit the campers to help 
in program planning. At most 
camps the boys were not even 
called upon to do the work 
around the camp that is invari- 
ably done by campers in Amri- 
ca; 'peasant help’ being em- 
ployed for such chores.” 

Mr. Dunker said that by stag- 
ing panel discussions, mock 
trials and other devices for get- 
ting campers to "speak their 
minds,” and by demonstrating 
the fact that young campers re- 
spond enthusiastically to respon- 
sibilities, Ott was able to con- 
vince many of the German youth 
leaders of the effectiveness of the 
democratic approach. As a re- 
sult, Mr. Dunker said, the sum- 
mer camp will exert a much 
greater influence this year 
toward bridging the gap be- 
tween the generations in Ger- 
many and winning its youth to 
Christian and democratic wavs of 
life. y
